The jury in the Sullivan-Greenfield case 
promptly brought in a verdict of “not guilty.” 
With the facts of the case before them, it was 
impossible for an intelligent body of men to do 
otherwise. The whole affair was a matter of 
persecution, rather than of prosecution. In the 
sparring match at the Madison Square Garden 
no law.was violated, no breach of the peace 
was committed. The verdict given by the jury 
last Wednesday will render hereafter inopera- 
tive the puertle attempts of small minds to dis- 
courage and break up the exhibition of manly 
sports. It should be a warning to these people 
that Justice is not prejudiced und that the law 
offers fair play to all. 

No modern sporting event has excited greater 
interest than this trial. It was virtually a test 
case. Upon the decision of the jury depended 
the future right to engage In boxing and spar- 
ring-matches, An effort was made to curtail 
the rights of the people, but all the evidence 
showed that the principals had kept within the 
strictest letter and intention of the law, and 
the verdict was the natural outcome of the 


sacts. Great praise is due to every onc asso- | 


_ ciated in the conduct of the trial. The charge 


of Judge Barrett was fair and impartial. Messrs. 
Howe and Hummell and Peter Mitchell con- 
ducted the case for the defense with admirable 
skill, and Messrs. Gove and Parris of the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, presented the case for 
the prosecution without uadue passion or 
prejudice. Since the preliminary examination 
there had been a marked change in public 
opinion, and from this change the court officers 
evidently took their cue. 

Throughout this entire contest, which has re- 
sulted in such a signal victory for the right, the 
course of the PoLICE GAZETTE has been un- 
swerving and unfaltering. Holding it to be our 
mission to fosier and encourage sport of all 
kinds in its best forms, we have maintained 


_ steadfastly that the Madison Square Garden 


exhibition was one of the manly art of self- 
defense, that it violated no law, and that the 
effect of such exhibitions instead of being, as 
has been claimed in some quarters, demoraliz- 
ing, is, on the contrary, an incentive to manli- 
ness, and conducive to a better knowledge of 
the rules of sparring. The position we have 
taken-from the start has now been sustained by 
the Court. Hereafter boxing is legal, ard it can 
never again be interfered with, so long as it is 
practiced according to the rules arranged and 
formulated by the PoLICE GAZETTE. 

This victory of Justice over prejudice means 
much more than the mere acquittal of Sullivan 
and Greenfield of asilly and inconsequential 
charge. It means that hereafter there will be 
no interference or tampering with the better 
class of manly sport. It means that, in the 
future, these sports must come under the direct 
sanction and protection of the law, and, above 
all, it means that the law is triumphant and 
that the right is vindicated.

A DANDY WITH MANY DIAMONDS. 


How a Man Who Is Half Dude, Half Cowboy, Makes 
a Show of Himself. 





John [. Lighthall ana wile, registered in Cincinnati 
trom Peoria, Lil, and have been attracting considera- 
ble attention. The couple were conspicuous, «spe- 
cially for the magnificent and ponderous jewelry 
which they wore, and could not go into the dining- 
roow or walk through the corrijors wii hout ncinz fol- 
lowed by geptng crowds. In appearance Lighbthall 
combines the cowboy of the W.2s8t and the swell young 
man of the Eust. He is about thirty-five years of age 
and 6 feet tall, ofa lithe, active buil1.- His hair, which 
is raven black, is as straight as an Indtan’s, and falls 
in a mass to his shoulders. His clothes are of fashion- 
able cut and of rather loud pattern. His vest, which 
is of bright material, 13 buttoned with atamonds, there 
being fifty-four goud-sized stones in the set of buttons. 
His visit to Cincinnati was for the purpose cf adding 
some cidice stones to his already tare collection of 
jewels. He probably wears more diamonds than any 
other man in this couutry or apy other, for that 
matter, 

Mr. and Mrs. Lighthall welcomed a rerorter and 
scemed nothing loath to show their jewels, which 
were rather conspicuously displaycd. 

“Tam sorry,” said he, “tbat 1 did not know you 
were coming. fur I coula have had more of my ‘stuff’ 
here and wade more uta show. But this scari-pin is 
worth looking at,” pointing at tbe same timeto a huge 
cluster of diamonds more than an inch square, which 
almost hid a gaudy necktie which swathcd his throat. 

“Tuis is probably the largest pin in the United 
States,” he continued. “It contains 179 stones, one of 
which, as you see. weighs six carats. .They are beauti- 
fully set and the entire workmanship is almost per- 
fect. It was originally a ring, but is too cumbersame 
to wear. 

“Did you order it made?” 

“No. It was the last order ofa diamond broker in 
St. Louis, whose name was Maus. It is said that he 
went crazy, and T guess he gid, for no sane man, un- 
less he was as eccentric as I am, would order, much 
less wear, a bauble of this description. 1t- fs said that 
Maus took a handful of stones intoa workshop and 
told the foreman to make the finest ring possible out 
of them, and this is the result. 

Lighthall professes to have been fond of jewels ever 


. sincea buy, and fur the past ten years, since he has 


been able to gratify his desire in this airection, has 
been making an extraordinary collection of precious 
stones. He wears tbem, he says, becuuse he likes to 
be odd. Of late years he has becn much among the 
Indians in the West, and afiects the manners and ac- 
tions of acowboy, He has a sombrero which cost bim 
over $2,809. Clusters of diamonds and other gems dec- 
orate the crown and rim of the bat, and it is probably 
the only hatin the United States tbat is kept in a 
safe. The same man, just to gratity an inclination to 
be conspicuous, wore a suit of clothes tbe buttons of 
which were made of $10 gold pieces. The jewclry 
woich he wore, in addi.son to his glaring scar!-pin aida 
diamond vest buttons, consisted of four mg rings, a 
massive gold chain, and three large badges or medals, 
which were pinned on bis vest-front. The setting of 


‘one ring was « topaz said to be the largest in the Uni- 


ted States. Another was a beautiful sapphire, sar- 
rounded by four large diamonds. The others were 
diamond clusters and were only noticea’Je on accuunt 
of their unusual size and the worth of the stones.

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BOXING LEGALIZED. 


A Leval-Headed ie Render a Verdict 
of Not Guilty, 





The Sultivan-Greenfield Trial Ends in 
a Victory for the Defendants, Which 
Renders Boxing Mereafter a 
Perfectly Legal and Legit-~ 
imate Sport. 


[Subject of Nlustration.] 


John L. Sullivan, in bis blue pea-jacket, drew an- 
other crowd to the Oyer and Terminer Court last 
Tuesday. Greentield had preceded him there, and he 
smiled at Sullivan with the sad and melancholy smile 
of triends who meet in a dentist’s parior. Sullivan was 
not disposed to smile at all, and he sat down in the 
shadow of the jury box. Peter Mitcnell, his counselor, 
sat down beside him and poured consolation into his 
ear. Behind Greenfield sat Harry Hill, with six or 
eight feet of heavy gold chain bung aruund his neck. 
He looked solemn, like all the sporting men. They 
had come to witness an importaao: event in the history 
of prize fighting in New York; but whether it was to 
be a funeral or a renaissance they dii not know. 

At 11 o'clock the trial of another case came on, and 
ajury had to be chosen. Sullivan, thinking it was for 
him, roused himself, and watched cach juror closely, 
but finding his mistake he turned round, stretched out 
his legs, placed his silk hat carefully on his stomach, 
and, dropping bis head upon his breast, went to sleep. 
Once ina while he would come to again and inform 
whoever wa3 bear that this was the last chance. 

“Ifthey don’t treat me right this time,” he would 
say, “I won't run any risks, and they’l] never ge: me 
egain. What, am I going to sacrifice my peace and be 
drazged around like this, to makea few dollars? I 
guess not. And all just because my bead struck 
azainst Greenfield’s anu cut it.” 

Ten he would drop bis head again, and his admi- 
rcrs had a good chance to see what he was like. Big 
bunches ot musclcs stood out beneath his dark blue 
jacket, and twisted around oeneath the cloth when he 
moved. An enormous gold chain, second in siz2 to 
Harry Hill’s only, hung from his waistcoat, and his 
legs were encased in tight trousers of ablue mupy 
shades lighter tban the coat. Trousers are said‘to be 
Sullivan’s weakness. He has a great many pairs, 
running through al) the shades of blue.and yelluw. sg 

Nothing in connection with Sullivan’s reputation 
suggests dimples, and yet he bas a dimple, and a very 
deep one in his chin, which grows bigger when he 
smiles. Greenfield also has a dimple in his en, and 
it is almost exactly like Sullivan’s, only not quite so 
ceep. Greenfield's hair i3 exactly the same color and 
coarseness as Sullivan’s, only Greenfleld wears a bang 
and Sullivan does not. Sullivan’s complexion isabout 
the same from bis forebead co his neck, and has very 
much the color of fresh beefsteak, somewhat toned 
lown, as thoug. seen through tissue paper. Green- 
field’s is just the same. When Sullivan is newly 
shaven the side of his face has the firm gioss of mar- 
ble, and it is just the same with Greenfield. Both men 
wear nearly always the same expressiup, and neoither 
seems capable of smiling or laughing outright, but can 
only go through the motions of a smiie. 

For two hours the crowd sat patiently noting these 
things, and hoping that something would bappen to 
Sullivan. Recess was taken, and the crowd followed 
him over to lunch and accompanied him back at a 
quarter of two. When Sullivan took his seat he 
found more frien.Is around him—Capt. Wiiliams, who 
bad arrested bim; Superintendent Walling, who 
made the charge, and Inspector Thorne. Capt. Will- 
jams carried a bundle wrapped in brown paper. In 
it were the gloves which he had taken from tbe pugil- 
ists at the time of theirarrest. Two ot Capt: Will- 
iam;’ sergeants were there aj3so,in full uniform, and 
two of his detectives were movirg around ia citizens’ 
clotbes. Pinkerion’s Detective Frank,of Mother Man- 
delbaum fame, was there, too, thoush no one knew 
why. Allthese blue coats and bras3 buttons made 
things quite gay, and the spirits of cvery one had 
risen considerably when Billy Ricketts got throuzh 
saying, “Hear ye, hear ye, hear ye,’ and the selection 
ot a jury of Suilivan’s peers was begun. 

Tue Orst man called was Felix Bohen, a book-keeper 
in aa liquorstore. He said be didu’t know Sullivan 
or anything about athictic3,and never used dumb- 
bells at his bome. He was accepted and tuvok his 
seat, followed by the wandering eyes of the sporting 
men. Then cawe Johpson Carey, wh»>bad never been 
to a boxing match, had never read about one in the 
papers, and had never hirei a lawyer. He was ex- 
cused. Max Bischoff didn’t know anything about 
prize-fighting or boxing, and had uever beard auy- 
thing about them. He was excused, and Sullivan 
showed more interest in Icoking him over than at any 
time thus far. Howard Saxe, Jr., came up with a 
light yellow beard. When hc had anything to do, he 
said, be was a lawyer, and otherwise he was a broker. 
He was excused on tbe spot by mutual consent. Heury 
Graus, turrier, was excluded hy Judge Barrett because 
he did not approve of athletics. 

Leopold Oppeheimer, « dealer in ostrich feathers, 
approved of footbal! and taseball and such things, 
but not of walking or boxing matches. Ile was ex- 
Cased also. 

Thos. R. Bronson, a drug merchant, testified that he 
had read Roman history, and knew about gladiators 
and socb things. Hethought he could judge this case 
fairly, and was accepted as juror No. 2 Chas. H. 
Coombe, an old builder, suid that he was prejudiced, 
and was excused. Then Jas. M. Bulger stepped for- 
ward. The District Attorney cast one glance un his 
het, which was natty, and his clothes, which were 
nobby, and excused him without a wurd. David 
Kirsch, a lace merchant, was opposed to the class of 
men that Sullivan belonged to, but thought he could 
be tair. He was accepted. James D. Spraker, broker 
and ship chandler, had been to exhibitions at Madison 
Square Garden, and seemed rather proud of it. He 
was accepted, No. 4, and John Graham, a builder, was 
accepted right aficrward. Richard Hill wos rejected, 
and William Wicke as well. 
be manufactured leather varnish and had only a little 
Office boy at home. Hewas let go. William McBride 
said he didn’t approve of boxingto excess. To illus- 
trate excess he said he had often playea checkers all 
night and considered that excess} When he said

“‘checkers” the court room smiled, and he was allowed 
to go. 

Alfred H. Thorp, an ‘architect of 31 Union square, 
surprised Sullivan more than any other man ever 
did. He looked calmly at that great man and said: 

“I don't object to boxing, but [ haven't much of an 
opinion of Mr. Sullivan or of his past:acts.” 

Harry Hill smiled at Sullivan as though to say: 
“Don't mind bim, dear;” and the smiles of Sullivan’s 
other friends all seemed to say the same. But Sulli- 
van declared it was the nerviest thing he ever beard, 
and gazed In sincere admiration at Mr. Thorp, who is 
not biz, but looked entirely unconcerned. - 

At last, after two hours and a half of hard work, a 
jury was secured, and Sullivan and his friends were 
sent away. 

These are the men who decided whether Greenfield 
or Sullivan broke the law when they last met in 
Madison Square Garden to box: Felix Cohen, book- 
keeper; ‘Thos. R. Bronson, drug merchant; David 
Kirsch, lace merchant; James D. Spraker, broker; 
John Graham, builder; Joseph Swan, silk goods; | 
Lippman Tuplitz, millinery and straw goods; Julius 
Friend, lace merchant; Ludwiz Schwabacter, metal 
breker; Silas H. Rushton, book-keeper; John G. 
Gnadt, machinist ; and H. A. Barclay. 

On Wednesday morning, Dec. 17, (here was a mcre 
than usually large number of sporting men assembled 
in the court room. Pea-jackets and loud-checkered gar- 
ments were the universal habiliments, and bruised 
and scarred faces were not few. Sullivan, who is com- 
mencingtogrow his mustache again, looked somewhat 
out of sorts as be sat and conversed with his counsel, 
Mr. Peter Mitchell, Lawyer Howe or Harry Hill, who 
formed a group near him. Greenfield’s countenance 
was as smiling as ever as he conversed in Cockney 
English to his sporting friends. 

“TI ’ope as ’ow they'll be through with it to-day, yer 
know,” he said. 

Almost every well-known puzilist and sport ‘in the 
city was among the audience, and the glitter of dia- 
monds, mingled witn the sparkling remarks that fell 
from the delicately-curved lips of the refindd gentle- 
2p, was almost overpowering. Among them were 
Jimmy Patterson, Richard K. Fox, Steve Taylor, J. 
A. Noales, Mike Donovan, Billy Edwards, Johnny 
Woods, Dick Hill, Robert De Baun, James Pilking- 
ton, Barney Aaron, Walter De Baun, Prof. O’Neill and 
numbers of others, while Superintendent Walling, 
Captains Williams and Clinciy, Inspector Thorne 
and Sergeant King represente:i the wrong arm of the 
law. 

Ata little after 11 o'clock, all of the people inter. 
este] being present, Judge Barrett took his seat, and 
the case of the pugilists was called. Assistant District 
Attorney Gove announced that be would conduct the 
prosecution with the. aid of Mr. Parris, his colleague, 
and called as tbe first witness Superintendent Walling. 
The Chief of Police spread himself in an elaborate 
account of the ring in which the ‘exhibition took place 
in Madisoz Square Garden on Nov. 18, and the man- 
ner in which (the pugilists were dressed. In the 
second round—the first was, he thought, all right— 
Greenfield caught Sullivan about the neck, and though 
the master of ceremonies called “Break” the English- 
man didn’t appear to want to go away. 

“Then,” continued Superintendent Walling, “I no- 
ticed blood on Greenfield’s tace, and the blows became 
severe, (Capt. Williams asked me should he arrest 
them, and [ said ‘Yes, this has gone far enough.’ ” 

Witness noticed a half-inch cat on Greenfleld’s fore- 
bead andared mark on Sullivan’s neck when the 
men were arrested. The gloves which the men had 
on were then shown. Oa the white, clean surface of 
the kid could be seen bloodstains, The gloves used 
by the Police Athletic Club were somewhat larger, 
At tbe athletic exhibition of the force at Madison 
Square Garden some years ago the performers were 
dressed in tights a3 Sullivan and Greenfieid had becn. 

On cross-exainination by Mr. Mitchel), the Superin- 
tendent siated that he might have said, after the con- 
test, that Sullivan could have knocked Greenfield out 
mn the first round. 

Capt. Williams testified that he had been President 
of the Police Attletic Club, and had seen more blood 
on the gloves in private contests than were on those 
exhibited. Nosevere blows had ‘been struck by “the 
cefendants. On the contrary, there was more hug- 
ging than sparring. 

Inspector Thorne’s testimony: differed somewhat 
frum those of the two polic e officials whe preceded 
him, and was much more ii favor of the defendants, 
There had been no evidences of passion shown. The 
people bere rested, and Lawyer Howe opened for the 
defense. 

The boxing gloves were handed over to the jury. 
Mr. Sciwabacher tried one on, and Mr. Lipmann 
Toplitz and Mr. Cohen inspected the gore. 

Capt. Clinechy was the last witness before recess, and 
he didn’t help the people a bit. He thought that the 
hitting was not very bard, boxed bi:mselt, and liked it. . 
Capt. Clinchy is probably the bealthiest man on the 
police force.. The jury gazed -admiripgly at bis rosy 
cheeks and broad chest. 

Half-past one found Harry Hill kissing the Bible 
and -promising to teil the truth on behalf of the de 
fense. Quantities of vers thick gold chain leaked 
from all parts of his waistcoat, and the diamonds in 
his shirt front blazed. Mr. Hill was perfectly shocked 
at the charge made against his friends, Sullivan and 
Greenficld. He was at the tight, and, without wishing 
to hurt the characters of those gentlemen, he was pre- 
pared to say nothing could have been less ferocious 
than the exhibition which they gave. 

Several times be tried to make a speech to let out 
his pent-up feelings, but was siopped every time, and 
confined to dry testimony about the Margulis of 
Queensberry rules. 

Mr. Hill was followed by Prof. Ja3. O’Neill, who said 
he instructed gentlemen at the Racquet Club. Mesaid 
these gloves were ordinary gloves, such a3 he taugut 
his pupils with, and that tbe hitting dove didn’t 
amount to anything. 

Billy Edwards, of light-weight fame, walked out a3 
ligbtly as a cat, and kissed tne Book with nervous en- 
ergy. Hesaid the gloves used by Sullivan and Green- 
field were a trifle larger than the ordinary gloves. 
The hitting was not hard; on tbe contrary, it was a 
very tame affuir. 

On cross-examination, Mr. Edwards admitted that 
he had taken part in affairs that were not so tame, and 
where no gloves were used at all. He said that under 
tnose circumsrcance3 the blows were not quite so gen- 
tle, but that the blows which be bad then received 
were not sufficient to interfere with his judgment of 
the strength of any other blow. 

Edward Plummer said the biows struck by the men 
struck him as being very light indced. He didn tcare 
to say whether he had acted as time-keeper or not. 
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Walter de Baun, ex-amateur champion, agreed with 
every one who agreed with Sullivan, and then notice 
was given that a lot of other witnesses for the defence, 
among them Fred May, of the Racquet Club, wou ld 
not be called. 

. Alfred Greenfield was called next.. People who no- 
ticed how small he looked beside Sullivan; wondered 
why he looked so large beside Mr. Schwahacher and 
Mr. Cohen as he passed the jury box. He hadon a 
cutaway coat, and a big gold serpent was twisted four 
times round bis Jeft littie finger. He promised to tell 
the truth, as the rest had done, and began right away. 

His tone was one of much disgust. 

He said that those were the gloves he boxed with, 
and it was only an exhbibtion to please the public, 
They tought under no rules in particular, and be 
didn’t want to hurt Sulitvan any more than Sullivan 
wanted to burt him. In England he taught gentle- 
men bow to take cure of themselves, and he treated 
Sullivan as he treated any of his gentlemanly pupils 
“The way we came to clinch,” he said, “is this, "E’s a 
good judge of the bizness, and when I tried to’it ‘im 
’e ducked ‘is ed, and my arm slipped round’is neck. 
We ’ired the ’all through our managers, just to make 
a little money, I’ad no ill-feeling, and ’e had no ill- 
feeling. We do it ia England all the time, but of 
course I don’t know whetber it’s allowed ’ere or not.” 

Jobn L, Sullivan next testified. He was satisfied 
with Judge Barrett’s decision, and had decided to be 
ruled by it. He simply sparred a friendly round of 
three minutes, and in the second round both received 
their scratches by ducking their beads to avoid blows. 
He bad no intention of nurting Greentigld, 

“Were you angry during the exbibition 2” 

“No, sir. T have never been angry in any of the en- 
gagements I have been in.” ' 

Sullivan showed a slight abrasion on his-head, back 
ot his ear, tothe jury. Had not been hurt by any ot 
Greenfield’s blows. He bad reserve power to have 
struck bis oppovent much harder, but refrained from 
doing so. Thouga it was customary for even prize 
fighters (o shake hands before a cuntest, he had 
shaken hands with Greentield simply through triendly 
motives, The master ot ceremonies, a Mr. Johnson, 
had stated to the audience that the exhibition was to 
be under the Marquis of Queensberry rules, but neither 
he nor Greenfield intended that tucy should be. 

At the conclusion of the champion’s testimony the 
case rested. Mr. Mitchell, Mr. Howe and Assistant 
District Attorney Gove made short addresses. Mr. 
Mitchell pitted the testimony of Captairs Clinchy and 
Williams and Inspector Thorne against the impres- 
sions of aged Chief Walling, and drew the conclusion 
that when supplemented by the testimony of ail the 
other wiinesses there could be noquestion. Mr. Mitch- 
ell was followed by Mr. Howe. and Assistant District 
Attorney Gove closed the case, after which Judge Bar- 
rett charged thejury. He warned its members to di- 
vest themselves of sympathy with sparring matches 
and of any prejudice against buxing contests and de- 
termine if this was a fight orfcontention without weap- 
ons for mastery; if it wasa physical contention for 
supremacy, then the defendants are guilty under 
the statute. 

The jury filed out, taking with them the gloves. 
When they had been. gone out about cight minutes 
they filed back. The defendants stood up, stared at 
the foreman, and the foreman stared at them. Tben 
he sang out in a Joud, clear voice: 

“Not guilty.” 

The scene that followed was indescribable. Amid 
the stamping of feet and clapping of hands that broke 
out almost simultaneously with the announcement, 
the friends of the pugilists crowded avout them and 
their counsel, whose faces were smiling in triumph. 
Greenfield seized the hands of his counsel with very 
evident feeling, and atriumpbant gleam shot across 
the heavy face of the champion. Owing to the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s absence the case of the indictments 
against Fox, Johnson and others were adjourned till 
Friday morning, Dee. 19, when they will be dismissed. 


THE PRESS ON THE TRIAL. 


In laying down the law governing the case Judge 
Barrctt correctly drew the distinction between ao bru- 
tal prize tight, which is a criminal offense, and a sim- 
ple boxing encounter, which is not prohibited by any 
penal act. He properly left it to the jury to say 
whether or not, ..n the evidence submitted, the contest 
for which the principles were on trial was a prize 
fight.

It required but a few minutes fortbe jury in Judge 
Barrett’s cuurt to acquit Profs. Sullivan and Greenfield 
of the atrocious charge of indulging in a prize fight in 
Madison Square Garden on the night of Nov.18. This 
verdict seems to have been in conformity with the 
style in which the case was prosecuted. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Gove did some very light sparring.—

Atiriduting bis defeat to tne infeilority of his boat,” 
the friends of Beach rematched him agatust bis con-* 
queror for $1,000a side. The race came off Aug. 18 fol- 
lowing, and this time Trickett was beaten; in 2° 
minutes 503, seconds.

Aug. 27, Beach winning the “rubber” witb compara- 
tive ease in 20 minutes 44 seconds, eclipsing all pre- 
vious times over tbat course.

9, 
when Trickett won first prize, Beach finishing second, 
On Dec. 6 and 8, following, the prise of $730 
offered by James Hunt, added to a sweepstakes of $100 - 
each, was rowed for ina regatta on the Parramatta - 
course, Beach capturing first place, in 20 minures 53", 
seconds, with Trickett second, by six lengths: Iu the * 
trial heats, Trickett bad beaten D. McDonalj, and 
Beach won trom Michael Rus), cx-champion. The 
main odject of this event was to discover who was the 
fastest sculler in the colonies, in order that. the best * 
man might be pitted against the all-conquering Han-* + 
lan, notice of whose intended visit tu ‘the Allipodes 
had been received.

Islands course, when Trickett, who was more at home ‘ 
in the rough water encountered, came off victor bv _ 
four lengths. Beach subsequently made a proposition zs 
for a match race, which was accepted, and he and , 
Trickett rowed for $1,000 aside and the championship 
of Australia on the Parramutta river course, Apri) 12, 
Beach, who was the favorite at two to one, won easily . 
by three lengths, in 23 minutes 19 seccnds. Among 
those present at the race wa¢ Ned Hanlan, who b 
arrived in Sydnvy afew days previously. Efforts were 
made to arrange 4 Match between Hanlan and Beach, 
to be rowed on the Nepean river, but the latter de- 
clined to row anywhereexcept on the Parramatta,and 
negotiations were dropped, as the party who had in- 
duced the champion to visit the Antipodes insisted on 
his first race-being rowed on the Nepean river, calcu- 
lating to reimburse bimself from the excursion money.’ 
Nothing was done, therefore, till after Hanian had 
beaten Laycock on the Nepean, when the subject was. 
again brought up, and on June7 a match for $2,500 a 
side and the championship of the world was arranged, 
and this it was which was decided Aug. 16.

FOULKE, THE GAMBLER.

His Terrorizing Career in Pennsylvania and His | 
Death. 


A telegram was received in Carlisle by the alster of 
Charlie Foulke, announcing his death at Hot Springs, 
Ark., on Sunday night, says a dispatch from Harris- 
burg, Pa., to the Pittaburgh - cial Gazelte. The 
announcement of the death of Foulke was beard with 
little regret by some people in the Cumberland valley, 
for as long as he lived they did not breathe freely. 
Foulke was a gambler by occupation and choice. He 
was @ man ot gentlemanly appearance and courteous © 
manners, and his actions and conversation did not 
betray bis calling. Of kindly manner toward his 
friends, yet when crossed at cards, or in any other 
way, be was a dangerous foe, and often sought bratal 
revenge. Numerous crimes were Jaid at his door in © 
Carlisle, and he seemed to take pleasure in defying the | 
law. It isalleged that he was instrumental in the 
death of more than one person, On one occasion be 
was tried for shooting a solaicr at Cartige barracks, 
Lut escaped conviction. 

His friend and boon companion for a long time was 
“Bully” Fields, who died at Deadwood, Dakota Terrt- 
tory, some time ago. “Bully” was also tried with 
Foulke for the soldier’s murder aud acquitted. 

Some five or six years ago, wien the people of Car- 
lisle began to pluck up couraz¢ through the conviction 
ota numoer of incendiaries, they turned {heir atten; 
tion to Foulke. He was arrested on the charge of 
arson, which arson 18 said to Lave cousisted uf blowing 
up a house with dynamite in which lay sleeping ex- 
Sheriff McCartney, an evemy of Foulke. He was ac’ 
quitted of the charge, and immediately prosecuted and 
convicted McCar! ney of perjury and had him sent to: 
jail. When MvCartney got out be prosecut ed Foulke 
for subornation of perjury, and the latter jumped the 
country one night and was not heard of for some time 
until at Jast he was located in Denver, Col., and Detect- 
ive Anderson brought bim East. He was put under 
heavy bail, but the case was never tried. [t is said 
that Fonlke returned tncognilo and had the matter 
settled. 

Nothing was beard ot him for a long time, except 
Yiat be was in Arkansas. Last winter, during the dis- 
turbance at Hot Springs, Ark., between the authort- 
ties and the gamblers, when the blacklegs were 
ordered to Jeave the town, Foulke turned up as the 
organizer ofa vigilance committee, ostensibly to help 
the authorities, but really to aid the gamblera. He 
was a man of great cunning, and a3 nervy gs could be. 
He feared nobody, and while not reckjes’, was very 
daring. He leaves many acquaintanees in Carlisle 
and not a fey friends who profite! by his prodigality 
when be was lucky at the gamingtable. For some 
time he ran a faro lay-out in Harrisburg, byt business 
was “no good,” a3 be ujed to say, and he went back to 
Carlisle. Foulke died of pulmonary trouble, from 
which he had suffered for years. He leaves an estate 
valued at $100,000, mostly of real estate at Hot

The Great Fight — Dalton and 
Rabshaw, and Other Interest- 
ing Pugilistic Gossip. 





George Le Blancho, of Boston, and George Taylor. the 
eolore i i ;ht-wisat champion pu jiis:, have bocn engaged to box 
Por Joho Dai:ey, a voted sportiag man of Fall River, who keeps a 
eoncert aad sportiu; hall on Pleasant and Seventh streets, Fall 
Biver, Mass. 


The following explains itsclf: 
Stucx Crrv, Iowa, Dec. 11, 1884. ° 
To the Sporting Editor of the Porice Gazette : 


Ssa—I will box Wim. Stanton, cham;ion lizht-weight pugilist of 


Towa, for from $50 (ifty doliars) to €150 (one hundred and fifty 
dollar.) a side, with gloves, four rounds, Marquis of Queensberry 
rulea, or to a fini-h. and the gate or coor receipts, within six (6) 
weeks of signin ; a. icles, at whatevcr place or hall he mentions 
in the Stat: of Iowa. I a:n to fight at 1-6 pouads or Ics3 and he not 
to weigh more than 12S pounls. Waving placed a forfcit of $25 in 
the hands of Geo. L. Sco:t, of Sioux City, I await his answer. 
FPaanx Starx. 


Pat Sheedy, John L. Sullivan’s manager ani backer, 
is making a great tie iu sportiug circles in Chicaso. He is at 
present full of busiucss, and intends to arrange several. important 
glove contests between the only Sullivan and Paddy Ryan, Alf. 
Grecnfield, Charley Mitchell, etc.’ Sheedy’s ambition is to have 
Su:livan box every puzilist in America in a six-day contest, for 
instance: Ryan on the first night, Greenfleld on the second; Mc- 
Cafrey on the third, Mitchell ou the fourth, Burke on the fifth, 
and Kiirain on the sixth nignt. Sheedy is certain Sullivan can 
wia every night, an! if he cana engage a building and influcnce tho 
pu siii-ts to moct Sullivan, the contest woul nut only create a scn- 
sation in sporting circ'cs, but ald more glory to Sullivan's laurels 
and moncy for the champio: an! his manager. Sheedy’s first act 
in the pugili.t:c drama is to bring off the clove contest bctween 
Sullivan aud his old opponent, Ryan, and the meeting is a fixture 
for cither Chicago or New Yor‘. 


There was a slashing glove contest at the Tivoli thea- 
tre, Louisville, Ky., on Dec. 8, between Capt. James Daltcn, of 
Chicazo, andLou's Rabshaw, of Cloveland. The pugilists had 
agree] to box toa fi..i.h, “Police Gazette” rules, for $250 a side. 
Major Uughos, the famous; spor.ing man and boniface of the Turf 
Exchan ge, at Louiavill:, was referec, an 1 John Meilctt was time- 
keeper. Ned Mer-ill was master of ccremonics. Before the Dalton -. 
Rabsbaw flas:o was inaugurate! a pair of dudc coons sparred fivo 
rounds for glory. Then Pete Delan, of Cincinnati, and Sam Glore, 
of Pittsburs, put on the gloves for four rounds. Dolan mado the 
Pittsburger loo like a moukey, and tho crowd checred bim lustily 
for hia clever work. Ho isa fast and sharp fizhter, and stands on 
his pins like a vetcran. Ile could easily have beaten Rabshaw that 
night. It was 9:30 o'clock before Merri}l Introduced Dalton a:id 
Rabshaw, aud it was just 8 minutes latcr when the youth from 
Cleveland went to the floor like a bug of salt, and staycd thorg un- 
til the r.ferce called time and gave the fight to Dalton. The fight 
in leod, was no Oght at all. Dalton had Rabshaw at bis mercy froin 
first to last, and laid hinfiow in the third round without having re- 
ovived a scratch. Ra shaw was uncouscious for nearly a minuto 
after Dalton belted him in the jaw in the third round. One of the 
sympath-tic ncrvcs was paralyzed, and that was the cause of the 
speedy fnalc to a fight which had been talked about for thrie 
weeks. The truth 13, so Merrill said, that Dalton wa; threcto one 
a bo:t.r man thaa tie ot:icr, and could have knocked him silly in 
tuo ret rund if ho had carcJ to do so, 


The Crib Club, an organization composed cf the sa- 
trons of pezilismat tho Hub, gave a Orst-class ecitertainment at 
thoir rooms on Dec. 13, and Tim NcCarthy, the graud wogul and 
cat-rcr for tho sporting bloods, provided a first-class bill of fare in 
the shape of: two glove contests for purses. The .admission was $5 
a:d $10, and: over 209 paid the tariff to witness the sport. The 
first event on the docket was acontcst betwoen John Murphy and 
Lob Farroll, who were -to box four rounds, Queensberry rtlcs. 
Parrell was put to sicop by a biow on the jugular in the beginning 
of tho third’ round. After Farrcll was carricd from the ring Tug 
Collins ani Saacy Joyce agrecd to contend fer ‘a purse, Queeus 
berry rulvs, Only ‘threo rounds were contested, and -the. 
Ozshting was despcrate. In the third round Joyce landed a 
swinging right-handcr on the point of Collins’ Icft jaw, which 
staggered him, and followin; up his advantage, landed anothor 
of the same sort on Collins’ juzular, and he fell insensibic. 
After the exoitcment ever this cvent there was a contest betwccn 
QGeorze Le Blanche and Jack Green. The pugilists fought accord- 
ing to Revised Qutensberry rules, for a purse of §250, subscribed 


by the members of the club. Polics Inspectors Mahoney, Buricy | 


and Houhton were present. Le Blanche, the marine, is said to be 
a.other Jack Dempscy. Ile and Green stripped in first-class con- 
dition. Each weighoJ! about 146 pounds. Grecn forced the fighting 
in the first and sccond rounds. Ile opened a largo gash in Lo 
Biauche's forohead and got in several severe blows; but he was 
t2-ribly punished. The marine went at him like a tigcr in the 
tiird round, and hammered him all over until the end of the fight. 
Grcen was knosxed down by terrible blows in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth rounds, but he bore his puujehwent pluckily. When time 
was called at the ond of the sixth rouad ‘both men were completely 
usod up. Le Blansbeo was declared the winner, the referee belicv- 
ing he hal the b-st of tic contest, but Grocn was not beatcn. 


The glove contest between Fred. Webber and Patsy 
Mell.a, whist was recently fousat in a barn in IHennipen county, 
acar St. Paul, Minn., wa3adcespcrate affair. A larze crow went 
to the affalron atraiu. Patsy Milicn, tuc Minneapolis champion, 
was Orst to say his castor futo ths riag, which he dil by crawling 
unier the ropes, and twos a seat in his corncr. It was fifteen min- 
ute later before Weber entered the mazic circle. Some wrang- 
Mag cnsued about the choice of ref_rec, timc-kcepor and umpircs, a 
fow member 3 of ths Minucapolis crowd making thomsctves unen- 
viably conspicuous by vovifcrous and almost contiuusus chinuing 
which streaked the pole air wi:h a burdcu of profanity that a 
cyclone coull not scattor. Thoy wanted the carth anda man to 
hold it far thom while they pikcd the stars preparatory to carry- 
ing them off to sawdustviile without paying for ticm. At last 
Mariou Harrison was choseu referoe, John Doualdson time-keeper, 
Barney Smith umpire for Weber, and Jcrry Murphy a3 umpire 
for Mellon. C. A. C. Smith acted as sccoud for the St. Paul man, 
and Chris. Murphy officiated iu the same capacity for Mellen. 
Then all being reaiy the princi.ais and scconds went through 
the formality of shaking haads, and the men tved the scratch. 

Rounp 1—In appearance Mellen was t:. iivavicr mau by at least 
15 pounds, with more muscular development in the arms than his 
lithe, active opponent, who stands about the same io height. The 
men at once fell iuto easy, graccful attitu Ics, aud the round opened 
without any preliminar, sparring, the disturbance began by Webber 
landing a neat, stral zht left-hander plumb on Mellen’s right pecp- 
er, and napp:d a light retura on the body, which Mellen at- 
tempted to follow by a left-handcr on the mug which was neatly 
stopped. The next offer Webber again visited his opponent's right 
ogie with a terrific left-hander and followed with his right a flush 
hit in the face, but got a right-handed rid bentcr, which was tho 
Grst damaging punch:that reachol him. Io tila round, when time 
was called. it was plain to be scen that Wedber hal tho best of the 
hitting, although just at its close he napped a short hit on the dial 
which brought the red. 

Rouwp 2—On cominz up for round second the Minneapolis man's 
face showed most punish:nent, his ri;sht lamp already evincing a 
Alsposition to turn down the wick, and his left cheek-bone bearing 
a lump not unlike in size and coloraripe plum. Hitting was so 
beri and fast that it was impossivl» to count the right and left- 
handers delivered at heai ani body that opened the round, but the 
m2n were s00n at a close, and crics of “ Break!" ‘break! echocd 
from a huaodred throats arouad the ring. The referee forced them 
spart, whea Webber resume! hostilitics by sending in his one, to 
on Mell:n's face, who secmei dazel, dropped his hands for a 

second and caught another damaging one on the right ogls. 
Apother rally anil sharp fishting at the ropes, Webber having 
rushed his ma» azainst them, and giving him pepper by the 
‘“‘pound."’ (No pun intended.) The round closed amid great con- 
fusion, th> Minneapolis mod evidently feared they had caught a 
Tartar, and maxing su-h aracket that ‘time’ couli not be heard 
to inches from Donaldson's mouth. Up to this time Webber had 
soemei to have the advantage, and his friends were in consequence 
jubilant, though in a more quict way than their Minneapolis 
Beighbore 


to a cool observer that Webber had made the pace too fast and had 
bellows to mend. Bat he came up confident and alert. Afters 
few exchanges Mellen got in another swinging hit on the body. 
then came a few sharp hits reciprocally on the head. Webber azain 
paying a neighborly call to that bad right eye, this time closing 
the lamp, and almost immediately following it by a rib-roaster 
which brought a grunt from the reeipient that was heard all around 
the ring, and here many thought that Webber might have ended 
the fight had he followed his man, who was apparently unable to 
defend himself for a few seconds. But recovering, he forced the 
fighting and gave Webber the worst of it, forcing him onto the 
ropes and punishing him severely until time was called. Webber 
groggy at the finish and Mellen with bellows to mend. 

Rounp 4.—Webber came up weak on his pins but with fight in 
him yet; Mellen evidently vicious and bent on mischief. He 
caught a visitation on the nose, responding with a left swing at the 
ribs, and after a few unimp gee mauaged to bring in 
a swinging right-hander on the neck, whieh sent Webber to earth 
like alog; he raised bimselfon his haods, but for a moment his 
head fell forward and it looked as if the fight was over. He man- 
aged, by the exercise of his wonderful pluck, to get on his lezs ani 
resumed the round within the ten seconds, and a few light blows 
were exchanged when time was called. 


Rounp 5—Webber camo ap grozzy and evidently quite weak, but 
he made play all the same, eliciting from the unfriendly Miuneapo- 
lis crowd zuch expressions as: ‘‘What a plucky fellow!" “Hasn't 
he got saad?” Mell:o was weak on his pins and his blows lacked 
steam, bat he was abla, after some rapid exchanges, in which 
Webber got onto his well eye severely, t» rush the latter to the 
ropes and pound him hard. A close, a break just as Webber f:11 
from sheer weakness, another rally and clinch, Webber falling 
azain, but rising and again facing his foe. It hai been plain ever 
since that fearful knock-down blow that, bar scciJent, Mellen must 
win. Again Mellen rushed Webber to the ropes in the same part 
of the ring as before, and bending him backward, nearly helpless, 
was raining blows upon him without mu:h method and less 
strength, when foul was claimed for Webber in consequence of his 
fect being off the ground when he was struck. This was the siznal 
for a perfect Babci from the Minneapolis side of the ring, amidst 
which Webber, instead of awaiting the decision of the referee, 
faced his opponent and exchanged with him, thus waiving - his 
right toadecision. But few blows were exchanged before time was 
callei, and the men retired to their corners. All was confusion, the. 
Minoeapolis men yelling like maimen, and it was impossible to 
hear either tho roferce or the time-keeper in thelr calls for order. 
During this perfect pandemonium time was called. and not heard 
by Webber, or was unnoticed by him, although Mellen appcarcd at 
the scratch in fightinz attitude. Along delay and much wrang- 
ling ensuod, while as for noise, the overburdencd air couldn't con- 
tain a particle-moro, any more than a steam boiler, charged to the 
point of bursting, could contain another pound of steam. The 
rcfzrec, however, took his time to read the rules, with which he 
was not familiar, and at last gave his decision that Mcllen had won 
the battle. 


It was made public last week thet the once-popular 
puzilist, George Seddons, had died after a sudden illness at his 
resi lence, 174 Eldridge street. Every sporting man in this coun- 
try knew Seddons, who, up to the arrival of Arthur Chambers in 
this country, was considcred a champion at his weight. Scddons 
Was at one time very popular with sporting men, pugilists aud 
their followers. Hoe was born at Leicester, Eng., in 1845, and was 
thirty-nine years of azo. He came to this country in 1850, and 
figured at numerous boxing exhibitions. Io stood 5 feet 236 inches 
in height, and weighed, in condition, 120 pounds. . Seddons’ first 
battle in this country was with Barry the Kid.. It was fought at 
St. Ronan’s Well, Long Island, on Dec, 11, 1863, for $200. Secddons 
won in twenty-four rounds, lasting 1 hour and 11 minutes. On 
May 12, 1965, he was defeated by Pete Dayley, of Portland, Me. 
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hour and 33 minutes, he had to lower his colors. On Oct. 8, 1968, 
Seddons fought Tommy Kelly, of St. John, N. B., for $1,000." The 
dattle was fought at the Isle of Shoals, Portsmouth, N. H. Sed- 
dons was seconded by Hugh, better known at “Butt” Riley. Tho 
battle was a one-sided affair, Kelly either being knocked down or 
thrown in every round. Ninety.six rounds were fought in 1 hour 
and 44 minutes, when Seddons was declared the winner. Seddous 
next engagement was with Punch Morris, of Buffalo, a well-known 
puzilist. The fight was decided at Fort Erie, Canada, on 
‘Aug. 20, 1869. Five rounds were fought in 28 minutes, when 
Seddons was deciared the winner..On Jan. 25, 1870, Seddons fought 
Johany Lafferty for $800.en Carroll Island, St. Louis. Peter Cur- 
tain and Tom Allen seconded Seddons, while Tom Kelly and Jack 
Looney scoonded Lafferty, and Al. Smith was referee. Sedkons 
“won in nineteen rounds, lasting 43 minutes. Seddons then came 
on to New York, and in conjunction with Arthur Chambers pur- 
“chased the onoc famous Arbor saloon, 66 West Houston street, New 
‘York, from Prof. Wm. Clark, and they did a splendid business. At 
the time Tim Cojlins fought Billy Edwards for $2,000 and the light- 
weight championship at East New York, May 25, 1871, Seddons, 
with Owney Geoghegan, seconded Collins. In 1872 Seddons, with 
Arthur Chambers, matched an Unknown to fight Billy Edwards for 
$1,000 a side and the lizht-weight championship of America. Batt 
Mallins, the noted English light weight, was the Unknown, and 
Soddons and Chambers sent to England for him. Mullins arrived, 
but circuthstances brought about a change, and . Arthur Chambers, 
Scddons’ partucr, was named instead of Mullins to meet Edwards. 
In the bactle between Edwards and Chambers, which was fouzht at 
Squirrel tstand, Canada,.on Sept. 4. 1872, Seddons, with Tom 
Allcn, seconded Chambers. Shortly after the battle Seddons and 
Chambers had a disputs, and dissolved partnerahip. Scddons thon 
ehallonged Chambers to fight for $1,00) a side within 100 milcs of 
Boston. The fight did not take place, and Chambcrs 
reocived—at least so it was claimod—forfoit. Szedions’ 
next prominent appearance in the fistis arcnoa was rcf- 
erce in the prise fizht betwoen Harry Hicken, of Philadelphia, and 
Bryan Cathpbell, of Leadville, Col., then residing in Wiikesbarrc. 
The fizht was foughton March 4, 1873, at Collicr Station, West 
Virginia, and it was the means of injuring Sedions’ rcputation 
and standing in sporting circles. We give a synopsis of the con- 
test: Hickten, who is now living in Philadelphia, was seconded by 
Ned O'Balawin, the Irish giant, who, at that time, claimed to bo 
the champion pugilist of the world, and Abe Smith. Campbzll, 
- who now kceps a sporting house in Leadville, was seconded by 
Haugh, better known as Butt Riley, of New York, and Owncy 
Geoghegan, Charley Cannon, the well-known boxer of Brooklyn, 
was umpire for Campbell, and Jim Colbert, one of the leading 
sporting men of his day, was umpire for Hicken, and the lattcr was 
also Hicken’s backer. Jim Dillon, of Brooklyn, was Campbell's 
principal” backer, while George Seddons was referce. The 
fight was a desperate one. Hicken had Campbell's face cut and 
bruised add beaten after twenty-three rounds had been fought. 
In the twenty-fourth round the fighting was decidedly in Hicken's 
favor, and in coming to close quarters during a struggle both fell. 
Just as tall, muscular O’Baldwin had carriod Hivken to his 
corner aud was stooping over him, Owney~ Geoghogan, and 
Butt Biley struck him. Johnny Murphy, the well-known boxcr 
ofthe Fourth ward inthis city, also made a demonstration, and 
the next instant, Owney Geoghegan pulled out a heavy Colt's re- 
volver, navy size, and knocked O’Baldwiu down by a blow on the 
head. Thering was broken in and Campbcll’s friends claimed 
foul, and a general row followed. Hicken was forced out of the 
ring. but quickly returned, well aware of the penalty entailed by 
voluntary absence. The crowd finally recovered from their scare 
and returried to the ring, but Campbell, his seconds and Seddons, 
the referee, were nowhere to be found. Nothing was then to be 
done but look for the referee, and it was found that they had gone 
to Steubenville, Obio, about seven miles from the battle-ground. 
On finding Seddons, both sides claimed the stakes. but Seddons 
refused togive any decision until he arrived in New York. On 
arriving id New York Seddons, to the surprise of every fair-minded 
sporting man, deciJed Campbell the winner—a decision manifestly 
unjust, for Hicken did not leave the ring, but was forced out by the 
muzzle of the revolvers of Campbell's partisans. Hicken's backer 
would not allow himself to be swindled, and protested against the 
stakeholder, paying over the money and threatened to enter legal pro- 
ceedings to recover Hicken's portion of the stakes ($1,000.) Camp- 
bell’s backers knowing the stakeholder would not hand over the §2,- 
000 a:rced to compromise by allowing Hicken to draw $80 of the 
$1.000 he had posted while Campbell received his backer’s $1,000 
and $200 of Hicken's stake. Intense indignation was created 
everywhere among sporting circles. and Sedd was d a 
Up to this time Seddons had been very popular, and to try and 
again place himself on a firm footing in sporting circles, he chal- 
lenge’ Arthur Chambers to fight. A purse was subscribed, and on 
Aug. 3, 1873, near Fort Hamilton, Seddons and Chambers fought. 
It was a well-contested battle, and Chambers won in twenty-three 
rounds, lasting 33 minutes.

O'Brien was terribly punished, bis left cye was discol- 
ored and his nose and mouth cut, and from the wounds the blood 
ran in streams. Coyne's face was bruised aad his nether lip was 
cut, but he was the strongest of the two. In the fourth round Wall- 
ing urged Coyne to force the fighting, aud he did so. He fought 
O'Brien into his corner, delivering terrific blows on the latter's 
damaged dial until he fell exhausted in his corner and refused to 
fight anv longer. Tom Cannon then declared Coyne the winner 
amid tremendous cheering from the miners, who had backed 
Coyne heavily.
